>> Not me! As my call distinguishes me as having had my license for quite a 
>>few years, it was bad enough when they started issuing 1x2s in the W9xx and 
>>K9xx category, making a guy with a two-year-old license sound like he'd been 
>>in ham radio for thirty years longer than I had; but hearing some 15-year-old 
>>signing "W9OMR" or something like that would just break my spirit entirely. 
>> Which, I guess, is another form of callsign snobbery... 

> 

>Well, I've known both old-time hams and recently minted hams who have 


>contributed mightily to the amateur community. Likewise, I've known 
>hams in those two groups who have contributed nothing discernable to 
>ham radio. Lacking any visible correlation between time licensed and 
>quality of participation, I've decided that if my 25 years in ham radio 
>mean anything, it's probably only that I'm getting old, crotchety and 
>set in my ways. 


I resemble that remark. :-) 


But seriously, folks, it has a lot more meaning than shows on the surface, 
at least to me. 

It means that, without an elmer or teacher of any kind, I learned enough 
about electronics by age 14 that I could read a schematic and give an 
accurate description of what would happen if a given part were to fail. 

It means that with only a shortwave receiver (a Knight Star Roamer, not 
exactly one of the hottest around) to help, I learned the code by age 14 
and got up to close to 30 WPM by age 15. 

It means that I had the desire to persevere in the hobby while others 
dropped out. I can't count the number of times when, hearing my "old-timer's' 
call, someone remarks "I used to be WB9xxx, but I dropped out of the hobby 
and just got my license back a couple years ago." 

It means that I took the trouble to stay current on regulations and rules 
and operating procedures. (Compare that with the guys I heard a couple 
years ago; freshly licensed, operating FM on 144.010 MHz. Not to be 
"holier than they", but they should have known better; it wasn't deliberate, 
as when an unidentified station came on and informed them of their error, 
they moved after some grumbling.) 

It means that I live by the "old code". Remember when, as you renewed 
your license, you were signing an affidavit that you still met all the 
requirements of your license class, including code speed? I haven't been 
on CW for too many years to count, but I can still copy 17 WPM according 
to SuperMorse (I'm Advanced class, need only 13) and have every confidence 
I can get back to 30 with a minimum of trouble. 

It means I know enough to participate when help is needed, and stay out 
of the way when too much "help" is messing things up. Seems like in my 
experience, during anything from a walk-a-thon to a disaster, a majority 
of the calls I hear from people actually working on the scene are pretty 
old calls, and a lot of the newer calls are "old-timers" who changed 
calls when incentive licensing took effect and the 1x2s and 2x2s became 
available to distinguish license class. 

It means I've been around long enough to have learned that I have to 
give something back to the hobby, or watch it die. 


You're right, there isn't necessarily a correlation between time licensed 
and quality of participation. 14.313 is a good example of that. It takes 
the individual op to make that correlation, and I'm proud to say that I've 
tried to do just that.

It's really simple.... use a few PC's as TERMINALS, with one 486 running 
UNIX or Windows NT as a server that runs all the software and holds all 
the data. We run central reservation systems for hotel systems with 30 
operators using that architecture, and that's one heck of a lot more 
work than maintaining a callsign database. 


As far as programming, someone with a few months to spend could easily 
code up the whole thing and QA it thoroughly. Using some of the SQL/4GL 
tools, it could be done in a couple of days. 


The FCC's computer technology, like much of the USGOV's technology, is 
stone age. 


]And many Unix systems will *xcompute*x the crap out of a mainframe, but it won't 
]move data better. Mainframes are designed to move data, that's what most 
]business applications do most of, with only occasional heavy compute cycles. 


Actually, if you look at many business applications today which use 
transaction processing with relational databases, the ability to compute 
is more important than the ability to move data. Furthermore some of the 
newer UNIX architectures will move data extremely fast. Finally, you can 
run UNIX (AIX) on the big IBM mainframes.
